The UUcavery of Which Loads to A Hope 


that Applejnclc May Yet lie struck. 


[Grass Valley (Flo.) Tiding*.] 


Some miners have been sinking a shaft 


between Bear River and Live Uuk. Tbo 
region has received but litllo attention In 
tbe way of prospecting for mines. Tbe 
miners in sinking the shaft have had no 
trouble with water—in fact, tbe ground 
has baen unusually dry. 
A fow days ago, 


howover, a thin stratum of some kind of a 
damp rock was struck, and there wore 
some evidences of etrervtM-'jnco in this. 
Pausing through tills thin stratum tho 
miners camn to a small stream of what 
was ut llrst supposed to bo common water, 
but on closer investigation it proved to ho 
a strong aciJ. Some of this ucid has beep, 
brought to town and has beeu examined 
by cxpeits, and they pronounce it to bo 
acetic, and as strong as the acetic acid of 
commerce. In short, a vinegar mints has 
beeu struck. The effervescence observed 
in the thin stratum of damp rock is ac- 
counted for by the action of the acid on 
some alkali contained in this thin stream. 
A tump has baen made, in which the acid 
is'ftlt totcollecf, and all further work haa 
been stopped for the present,

of pure vinegar Qf, the best variety of the 
cider kino). He accounts for " tho milk In 
the pocoanut" by tho fact that the ground 
of the water-shed there slopes toward tha 
river, and there are a large number of ap- 
ple orchards toward th« top ot the water- 
shed, and that for years groat abundance 
of fruit has fallen and rotted on the 
ground, and that the juice of those apples 
has undergone the acetic fermentation by 
the time the juice has gottan low into the 
rocks.
